been made upon them: but almost invariably 
these claims have been followed up by some 
form of drive in the cities direction. Any 
success has been publicized to the full, fre~ 
[quently before it has been achieved, and it has 
been “eft to the Japanese communiqués to 
Prove that the suecesses either had never oc- 
curred or had been greatly exaggerated. Now, 
however, Chinese despatches claim little more 
than successful counter-attacks in different. re= 
[gions where they might be expected; whereas 
the Japanese accounts tell of numerous large- 
scale engagements in which the Japanese have 
riven off hordes of Chinese. Too much signifie- 
fance should not be attached to the reports 
from either side. Observers believe it possible 
‘that the Japanese have gone us far into the 
interior of China as they intend, though they 
may still find it necessary to capture Changsha. 
Tn this ease they would naturally be on the 
defensive, to hold what they had got, while the 
[Chinese could Iegitimately claim to have won 
Ja vietory whenever they took back some small 
part of the lost territory. It is more. likely, 
however, that the Chinese April offensive ix 
something quite different from what has been 
outlined in the news telegrams from the fronts. 
It is probably a large-scale permeation of the 
areas ‘within the Japanese lines with trained 
troops, as distinet from guerillas, whose objec- 
tive will be to harass Japanese communications 
and. prevent the economic exploitation of the 
conquered districts. Such a move would be 
more likely to worry the Japanese General 
[Steff than a series of frontal attacks, which 
feould not make much headway against superior

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Schools In Caves 


Kipling was slightly in error when, in his 
praise of the efficiency of the screw gun, he 
made his soldier conclude: “You may hide in 
the caves, they'll be only your graves, but you 
can't get away from the guns.”

ed to somewhat similar’ forms of protection 
in China. For some years, the Eighth Route 
Army, China's principal Communist force, has. 
‘existed unmolested by the Japanese in a’ vast 
system of dug-outs artificially constructed at 
Yenan in Shensi, There a large community has 
been established with a definite organized 
government basis. possessing schools, @ military 
college, training institutions, arsenals and com~ 
plete living cecommodation. Occasionally, Japa- 
[nese reports describe air raids on Yenan but 
little impression seems to have been made on 
this unusual community which continues its 
political existence and maintains its independ 
fence undisturbed by attack. TL is probably the 
beginning of a new civilization, one that does

[architectural trend, but burrows deep into the

Back to Barter 


‘The American commodity barter plan prow 
posed by Senator James F. Byrnes, Democrat 
from South Carolina, has received the approval 
of President Roosevelt and with such powerful 
backing it cught to commend itself’ to. the 
European nations concerned. Senator Byrnes 
proposes the exchange of American wheat and 
‘cotton for tin and rubber, and London, Brussels 
‘and Amsterdam are being sounded on’ possibili- 
ties while other countries are also envisaged in 
the scheme. It is amazing commentary | on 
‘world progress that after ereating a complicated 
[system of economies and world finance to re- 
[gulate resources there should be a return to the 
primitive relationship between nations—that 
‘of bartering the surplus products of one coun- 
try for the surplus of another. In recent years, 
there has been a developing tendency in barter- 
jing arrangements but chiefly between those 
countries whose currency resources are limited. 
[Within this group are included the “axis powers” 
‘whose limitations in this respect are well ap- 
preciated, but other countries have accepied 
Such arrangements. In regard to the American 
plan, economic factors of considerable spo 

ance are involved and its consummation may 
Rot prove so easy of attainment. ‘The United 
States has surplus wheat and, cotton prod

‘Chungking, Apr. 11, 

In an open etter replying to the 
statement of Mr, Wang Ching-wel, 
former President of ie Executive 
Yuan, Mr. Wu Tze-hui, famous Chi- 
nose elder statesman, declared: "Mr. 
Wang Ching-wei, in order to ex- 
plain he is not the only one who 
favours peace, revealed. confidential 
minutes of meetings of the National 
Defence Supreme Council, 

“There is 2 dofnite law’ providing 
for punishment for the disclosure 
of oficial and military scerets,” he 
continued.

Reconstruction Bonds

‘Many Forged Notes 

“The Japanese are flooding Shansi 
province with forged Chinese notes 
in an effort to discredit the Chinese 
‘money, but outr people are not to be 
deceived,” the magistrate stated. He 
handed me a counterfeit ‘ive-dotla 
ote purporting to have been issued 
by the Shonsi’ Provinelal Bank, to- 
gether with a genuine one for com- 
parison. The imitation note was 
printed on thicker paper, which felt 
‘liogether different from the genuine 
fone, while the ink in which It was 
printed. was much paler, 

‘The money question, the magistrate 
sald, was causing much trouble at 
present, the most ‘serious question 
being that of obtaining a sufficient 
supply of Chinese goods. Production 
had practically ceased ‘at present.

‘was successfully established, people 
might be forced to buy Japanese

been issued to the effect that General Wu 
was yielding to Japanese pressure to throw 
in his Jot with those other Chinese who were 
prepared to set up some sort of government 
under the Japanese gis. Those reports 
were offset” by statements attributed to, 
General Wu which suggested that, even if 
he were considering the Japanese sugges- 
tions, he had not yet arrived at a decision 
to wequiesce in the Japanese desire. ‘There 
was nothing in the nature of a definite denial 
any time, though from the accounts which 
were published from time to time the de- 
mands which the General made were such 
that the Japanese could not possibly grant. 
‘The matter thus hung fire without a dec! 
announcement being made by cither side, 
ind the general impression was created that 
the Japanese had not yet succeeded in 
enticing the General into their fold, they 
were not without hopes of eventually’ doing, 
so. The replacement of Gen. Doihara by 
Lieut.-Generat Kita is to be taken as an in- 
ition that Gen. Doihara’s latest intrigue 
has failed, and despite the remarkable num~ 
er of successes that officer had obtained 
during the last decade, he is being removed 
to make room for someone who may prove 
‘more successful in this instance. 


To the failure to bring General Wu 
into the fold must be added that of the 
‘movement initiated by Mr. Wang Ching-wei, 
whose withdrawal from’ General Chiang, 
Kai-shek it, was hoped “ould bring about 
‘a division of the support which the Generalis- 
simo at present commands, and accelerate that 
peace which the Japanese must by now 
desire as much as the Chinese themselves, 
Both movements have up to now been un~ 
productive of results, and it is reported that 
other plans are now being devised in the 
earrying out of which Gen. Doihara will 
have no part. ‘The many successful intrigues 
which Gen. Doihara has conducted since 
1932, in which he sceured Japanese domina~ 
tion ‘of North China, naturally inereased the 
Chinese hatred for’ him, and to a cert 
degree this present reverse which he has 
suffered may be attributed to the successes 
he attained. If ever a man were the vietim 
of his own undoubted ability that man must 
be Gen. Dothara, It is apparently believed 
in Tokyo, or at any rate by those of the 
vanking army officers and the Japanese Gov- 
ernment who have rallied to his support, 
that General Kita has a better chance of 
conciliating the Chinese and securing that 
co-operation which the Japanese forces in 
China hope to obtain. In any event he will 
commence his new work without suffering, 
from those disadvantages which his pre 
decessor had accumulated for himself. For 
some time he has been actively engaged in 
promoting the “provisional government” of 
North China, and there has been nothing re= 
ported to indicate that he is on anything 
but yood terms with the persons with whom 
he will in the future have to deal. Whether 
he will attempt again to bring General Wu 
Pei-fv, into line remains to be seen. The 
probabilities seem to be that at any rate for 
the time being he will leave that astute 
Chinese leader to his own resources, for, 
unless the latter changes his ideas radically 
‘on the concessions he requires from the 
Japanese before he assists them, there is 
very little likelihood of nis ever playing, the 
role which the Japanese have selected for 
him, 

‘That he has a difficult task before him is 
apparent to all who observe developments 
in China with any degree of interest. Up! 
to the present the Japanese have signally 
failed to induce any really imposing Chinese| 
figure, one which commands the respect of 

large section of the people, to come for- 
ward to their assistance. Even Mr. Want 
Ching-wei, who has so definitely stated his! 
opposition’ to General Chiang Kai-shek’s| 
and issued such impressive ap- 
peals for peace between the two countries, 
has not yet taken the step of actually com= 
if out into the open, and serving the cause 
of Japan. That would in all probability 
ear for him the hatred of an overwhelming, 
proportion of his fellow nationals and de 
prive him of much of the respect which 
even now he commands, for it is one thing, 
to differ from the policy of a government, 

nd something entirely more censurable to 
come out into the open and actively work 
for its enemies. For these reasons it may. 
be safely said that Licut-General Kita has. 
no easy task in front of him, certainly no 
‘easier than the one in connection with which 
his predecessor has failed. It may be that 
Gen. Doihara has already explored the limits 
‘of Chinese complacency in the areas which 
the Japanese have overrun, and that he will 
find himself confronted with that imperturb- 
able passivity of which the Chinese are past 
masters, It must always be remembered 
that the Chinese have never looked for 
carly decision of this China Ineident. ‘There 




























































































very little indeed to show that earlier 
determinations have in any way been modi- 





fied, and it may very well prove to be the! 
case that the very “successes which Gen. 
Dojhara has secured in the past may leave 
his successor with bad wicket 
to play on. ‘There is such a thing as being 
too successful and it still remains for history 
to show whether the fate of the Japanese 
“Lawrence” is not in fact a precursor of 
the ultimate fate of his country in this 
military adventure into China which is by no 
means unembarrassing to it. 




















THE CATHEDRAL 
Aprit 13. 


‘This is not the first occasion that the ques~ 
tion of whether Holy Trinity Cathedral should 
be moved out westward or not has been 
ed. At intervals the matter has been 
discussed, and fortunately up to the present! 
those opposing such a suggestion have held 
the day. That there has been a marked 
tendency for residential Shanghai to move 
fever westward cannot for one moment be 
denied, but it is doubtful at present whether 
that movement will continue so strongly in 
the fulure as it has in the past, ‘The un- 
fortunate nature of recent developments in 
the western area within the perimeter would 
suggest either that the residential area will 
be driven even farther afield beyond the 
railway, or that there will be a movement. 
back towards the centre of the city ax more 
apartment houses are erected. Which will 
take place remains to be seen, but until 
future trends have been definitely ascertained 
any question of moving the Cathedral should 
be left in abeyance. It obviously would not 
do to establish the Cathedral on some site 
Outside the limits of the International Settle~ 
ment. It is part and parcel of the life of the 
Settlement itself, and entitled to whatever 
protection the Settlement is able to afford it,| ¢ 
something which might not be possible if, in 
order to obtain adequate land for spacious) 
surroundings for the newly re-erected build~ 
ing, the edifice had to be moved far enough 
‘out to make the change ax profitable as it is 
suggested it might be. ‘The removal of the 
German Church from the old site in Whang- 
poo Road to its present very attractive 
location may be quoted in support of the 
‘Suggested removal of the Cathedral. ‘That 
was undoubtedly a wise move and taken at a 
very appropriate time, but the problem. 
presented by the Cathedral at this juncture: 
is somewhat different. It is obvious that it 
would be a very much larger undertaking, 
requiring very complete certainty as to the 
future development of the city. 

If there have ever been any schemes: 
‘mooted for the removal of the Union Church 
they do not appear ever to have become 
public property, and if it is assumed that 
this Church does not find such a movement 
necessary it may be an assumption well in 
accordance with the facts. With regard to 
the Cathedral there can be no gainsaying the 
contention, which is now being widely re- 
coxnized, that the Church hus to go to the. 
people it desires to serve. Upon that ground 
the argument can be advanced that it should 
follow the trend of residential Shanghai to 
the west. But how far is that contention to) 
bbe taken? Would it be suggested for instance, 
that if the majority of those whom the 
Cathedral sought to serve lived in the French 
it should be established 
Or that as the Western Area within 
the perimeter is driven across the railway it 
should be re-crected somewhere along the 
Rubicon? If so, then what about the large 
numbers of people livin, 
Shanghai, apartment dwellers for the most 
pa

be remembered that while large numbers of | 
residents do possess their own motor ears, 
there are still substantial numbers who do 
not, and the question of transportation being 
what it is, there seems to be adequate ground 
for suggesting that on this score alone the 
‘Cathedral could very well, without any undue’ 
justice to those residing’ in residential areas.

With 
regard to the Municipal offices the very ccn- 
tral nature of the site has all manner of 
advantages, not the Teast of which is the fact 
that they are in the very heart of the business 
district. That may not apply so effectively 
to the case of the Cathedral. But it has to 
wd that its site is one of the 

historical landmarks of Shanghai. It is open 
to considerable doubt whether ‘the attend 
nees at its services would be any reater if 
it were situated elsewhere, for the people who 
really want to go to church will xo.

THE CHANCES OF WAR

With a million men each mobilized in 
France and Italy, an unknown number in 
Germany, with troops under arms in Poland, 





Rumania, and Greece, making an estimated 















total of "8,000,000 men, and the complete 
mosphere of distrust which pervades 
international polities in Europe, there is, 
every reason for regarding the situation 
as indeed seriows. Reports of various 
troop movements in northern Afviea_and 
the generat tone of the European Press 
do nothing to allay the anxiety which 
is being felt, and though during the last few 





days an easing of tension, ereated by the 
sudden descent of Italy upon Albania, is 1% 
ported to be noticeable it would be ‘unduly 
optimistic to believe that there has been any. 
real betterment in the general situation, 
Indced it is no exaggeration to liken Europe 
to a powder magazine which may be set off 
by the merest spark. Probably if war doos 
come it will eventuate not so much from 
what appears to be the present trend towards 
hostilities, but to some completely unrelated 
incident, as s0 often happens in circumstances 
such as the present. It is the unforeseen 
which hax now to be dreaded, for even 
though it is reported that there is a growth 
of the war spirit in Taly that need not neces 
sarily mean that Il Duce is already bent on 
war. Nor would the existence of a similar 
fecling in Germany, which, up to the present, 
has not been reported, indicate that Herr 
Hitler is any more disposed to hazard his 
fortunes and those of his country on the 
fearful gamble of the arbitrament of war. 
Nevertheless the chief danger is to be found 
in the internal conditions of both count 
rather than in the existing external problems, 
and the great question which remains un: 
inswered is as to how lon present conditions 
in the dictatorships can be allowed to con- 

















tinue without forcing them to desperate 
courses. The reports which come out of 
Germany regarding internal circumstances 


are by no means reassuring. ‘The doctrine 
of “guns instead of butter” has had serious 
effects upon the living conditions of the 
people, ‘The devotion of the whole of the 
nation’s energy and resourees (0 the building 
up of an enormous war machine has led 10 
an unbalaneed development which daily 
makes the cconomie state of Germany more 
desperate, 

If things ave any better in Italy they are 
probably not much. Dictatorships placed in

ing, to embark upon those desperate enter- 
prises which are so greatly to be feared. 
‘That is something which they dare not tell 
their people, dare not even let their people 
suspect, for, if they did, they would naturally 
ask why they had been subjected to the 
privations of the past few years to prepare 
against a menace which does not and never 
did exist. 

It is interesting to watch the manner in 
which the dictatorial mise-en-seéne has been 
built up. “See,” the Dictators can say to 
their people, “See how, despite the fact that 
‘we are beset by powerful enemies on all 
sides, we have been able to enlarge our 
borders and justify our policies. We are 
strong, we must be prepared to go on to 
greater heights, and it is only the perfidious 
democracies waiting to attack us which foree 
us to demand of you those sacrifices which 
it makes our hearts bleed to witness.” With 
almost airtight censorship in both countries 
it is possible to maintain this persecution 
complex as a very important political factor 
in internal matiers. It is only by the 
delusion of the peoples of Italy and 
Germany, that the democracies are bent 
upon aggressive action, and that it is 
necessary to expend ‘every energy in 
self-defence, that it is possible for the 
governments to carry the people along with 
them, and to obtain that support which in 
the prosence of full information of what is 
going on would not be forthcoming. ‘The 
real question as to when war will come, if 
ever it does, depends very largely upon how 
far these sedatives can’ ull the growing 
Sense of desperation which reports 
indicate is being felt in both countries.  Be- 
fore much time has clapsed elther Herr 
Hitler or Tl Duce will decide that another 
dose of the soothing syrup of territorial 
‘agyrandisement will be necessary to appease 
the hungry appetites of their people. At- 
tempts to secure it should, in the clreum- 
stances which now exist, lead to war. On 
the other hand war may become necessary 
at a somewhat more distant period in order 
to save the dictatorships themselves, for if 
there Is neither bread nor circuses, if the 
people are called upon to continue their 
present great sacrifices indefinitely their 
leaders may one day find the only method of 
retaining control will be to launch their coun- 
tries into war, War as a weapon in domestic 
polities is not unknown to the world. In 
other countries where internal crises have 
been scen in the offing a healthy war seare 
has been the only effective means of keeping, 
the Government in office. At the moment a 
Purely fictitious one serves to make the 
average German and Italian content with his 
ot, but there is no guarantee that a more 
desperate domestic development might oblige 
the Dictators to foree war upon the world as 
the only means of saving their own political 
skins. 














PROPAGANDA AGAIN 
Aprit 15, 

‘The action of the Japanese Consul-General 
in presenting a memorandum to the Chair 
man of the Shanghai Municipal Council ask- 
ing for control of publications indulging in 
anti-Japanese sentiments serves to draw at- 
tention to the whole question of propaganda 
in Shanghai, arising out of the hostilities. It 
may be said immediately that the Japanese 
are within their rights in making protest 
against the use of the International Scttlc- 
ment as a base from which to disseminate 
anti-Japanese publicity, for those who do 
so very definitely infringe its neutrality. As. 
with {errorism, it is absolutely undesirable 
that the Settlement should be used in any 
way as a place from which anti-Japanese 
activities may be conducted with impunity. 
To a very large extent that has been re- 
cognized “by authorities other than the 
‘Municipal Council, as witness the decision 
of the British authorities to sceure control 
over the Chinese language papers, under 
British protection, who were engaged in sniping’ 
at the Japanese. As it was very cogently 
remarked at the time, to do such a thing 
under the protection of Great Britain, would 
be just us bad as hiding behind the wall of 
the British Consuilate-General, and throwing 
stones at passing Japanese." Chinese who 
enjoy the safety, and security of the Interna 
tional Settlement owe it asa duty to them- 
selves, and to all their fellow residents to 
muke’ quite sure at all times that its 
neutrality shall not be breached. More thi 
that, there is something contemptible about 

people who hide behind others while 
ing in practices of which the latter 
cannot possibly approve, for it indicates a 
complete absence of courage, and a degree 
of cowardice comparing very poorly indeed 
with the hundreds of thousands of their fel- 
low countrymen, who are daily risking their 
lives on the various fronts,

It was of service to both sides, for they were| 
able thus to protect one flank, which other- 
wise would not have been possible. Of this 
the Chinese took the fullest advantage. 
There would have been very clamant objec- 
tion, and protest if the neutrality which it 
was’ possible to maintain south of the Soo- 
chow Creek had been breached in favour of 
the Japanese. In their turn the Japanese, 
having now possession of the whole of the 
surrounding area, have every right to object 
if they find that Chinese are sing this haven 
of refuge for the purpose of continuing a 
form of hostility which cannot have the 
slightest justification. ‘That is just as truc 
of terrorism as of propaganda. Thus the 
duty is incumbent upon Chungking to see 
that the neutrality which they so keenly in- 
sisted upon in the early days of the hostili- 
ties shall be maintained even now. It would 
be a betrayal of good faith, if, having re- 
ceived whatever advantages there were in| 
that carlier neutrality, Chungking should 
now cease to recognize the common onus 
which it imposed upon the authorities of 
the International Settlement as well as 
themselves. ‘There is also the question to be 
considered as to what the Council can do in 
the circumstances. That their powers would 
normally be limited in the matter is clear, 
but unprecedented problems very often re- 
quire unprecedented solutions, and if the 
Council find that in correcting the abuses 
complained of they have to act ultra vires, 
that should not restrain them from taking 
whatever action may be deemed to be neces 
sary. 

‘That, however, does not solve the whole 
question of propaganda. In recent weeks, 
anti-British sentiment has been sedulously 
fostered by the Nanking Government, and 
has also appeared in the local Japanese 
Press. It may be trite to remark that in 
this connection what is sauce for the Japan- 
‘ese goose should serve also for the British 
gander, but the truth of it cannot be for 
‘one moment denied. It is not suggested for 
‘one moment that the Couneil should pre- 
dicate whatever action it contemplates upon 
similar action by the Nanking and Japanese 
authorities for the suppression of this form 
of activity against the British, but it 
seriously urged that what the Japanese in- 
sist the Couneil should do, they should also 
do in this respect. The contention of the 
Japanese Embassy spokesman that Chinese 
hewspapers in Nanking, and Hangchow were 
censored by the “Reformed Government” 
carries no conviction whatever in view of 
the fact that that government is a creation 
of the Japanese authorities whose word is 
law to it. It is not possible to establish 
different identities for the “Reformed Gov- 
ernment,” and the Japanese authorities any 
‘mote than it was to differentiate between the 
Soviet Government and the Third Interna~ 
tlonale. There can consequently be no ques~ 
tion as to where responsibility for the anti 
British propaganda which is being spread has 
to lie, Much has been said in the past of 
the need for co-operation between the 
Japanese and nationals of neutral Powers. 
Here is a splendid opportunity of securing 
that co-operation by similar action by the 
Japanese to that which they are requiring of 
the Municipal Council. True the two are not 
interdependent, but the fact does remain that 
if the Japanese have cause to complain of 
anti-Japanese publication within the Settle- 
ment, the British have just as much right to 
expect that their complaints in a similar con- 
ection should receive sympathetic Japanese 
attention, 

















ON EXCOMMUNICATION

‘The letter appearing in yesterday's cor- 
respondence columns urging that Pope Pius 
XII should employ the church's most power- 
fut 


‘weapon,—that of excommunication,— 
inst the leaders of aggression raises all 
sorts of interesting questions. The corres- 
pondent in question does not appear to sug- 
west that aggressor nations should be laid 
under an interdict, but that those responsible 
for committing them to warfare should be 
placed under the heavy displeasure of the 
Roman Catholic Church. ‘The passing of the 
sentence of excommunication upon in~ 
dividuals, for which there is Biblical author- 
ity, was eventually under the Popes extended 
to ‘whole nations, so that precedent would 
Suggest that the’ moderate step which the 
correspondent suggests could in the circum- 
stances be amply justified. In 908 Pope 
yory V placed an interdict ypon France 
Because of the contumacy of King Robert 
the Wise, in 1102 Gregory VII treated Ger 
many the same way, England was placed 
under a similar ban by Innocent III in 1206, 
hile Adrian IV disciplined even Rome 
itself by the same means in 1155. ‘The ex- 
‘communication of individuals is consequently

‘war with fear, and loathing, and might have | 
the effect of swinging away from the leaders | 
so much of the present support which they 
receive that an enormous effect might be 
had upon the governments which they lead. 
It might in certain circumstances bring about 
a condition in which aggressor States would 
no longer be able to carry on a war, and 
might in the ultimate result lead to ‘their 
rulers’ downfall. 

But there are other dangers which the 
Pope would undoubtedly have seriously to 
consider. What would be the effect upon 
the Church itself? Might it not lead to a 
serious schism with mundane polities com- 
pletely opposed to spiritual control? There 
is the danger that certain leaders of the 
Church would take matters into their own| 
hands, as did Cardinal Innitzer in Vienna, 
‘who, urging obedience to the German Gov- 
‘ernment following the Australian anschluss 
last year, brought down very considerable 
criticism, and condemnation upon his head. 
There cannot be the slightest doubt that 
such an excommunication would put the 
whole authority of the Roman Catholic 
Church to a test from which it may very 
well wish to refrain, for should such a move 
fail to obtain the desired results the Church 
would have received a reverse from which 
it could scarcely hope to recover. The answer 
to that might very well be that the Church 
faced with such gigantic issues must, for 
better or worse, take a definite stand. ‘With 
that there will ‘in all probability be general 
agreement, but, human nature being what 
it is, the ‘question of expediency must al- 
ways play an important part in the history 
of mankind. There is still the further con 
sideration that while what are called the 
‘aggressor States have undoubtedly committed 
great wrongs in the’ past, and may commit 
further in the future, those which claim to| 
be non-aggressors have not completely 
clean hands. In a court of equity, such as 
the Pope would have to constitute himself 
in arriving at so momentous a decision, that 
fact would have to be taken into considera 
tion, and, he, and his advisers might not 
find it quite so easy to arrive at a clear cut 
decision as to the ultimate justice of the 
whole matter which alone would enable him 
to take the course suggested. 

In this connection His Holiness's Easter 
‘and peace message read in St. Peter's follow- 
ing the Mass on Easter Sunday deserves to be 
recalled, and more particularly the follow- 
ing extracts :— 

‘The Pope criticized violations of treaties 
and pledged words, advocating respect for 
human dignity, liberty and a fair distribution 

“There can be no peace,” said His Holiness, 
“If mutual comprehension between nations 
fs lacking and pacts solemnly registered and 
pledged words ‘lose all value which isthe 
hecessary basis for mutual confidence and 
without ‘which material and moral. disarma- 
ment becomes every day more <ifeult to 
realize. 

“Justice involves obedience to the logiti- 
mate authorities, that laws should aim at 
the general good and should be obeyed, and 
that liberty. human dignity and riches should 
be _fairly distributed. 

‘The Pope pointed out that today, “tension 
and exeitement reigns everywhere in the 
world and nobody knows whether we are 
not on the eve of catastrophe.” "How can 
international peace be preserved," he asked, 
‘if in some countries there is no security at 
home and innumerable men are. oul of 
work, in contrast with governments with 
luxury for a few select classes. 

“How ean peace be maintained,” he con- 
tinued, “if between nations there is no 
‘goodwil?” : 

His Holiness ‘declared, 
peace are inseparable, 
order within countries, 
must be impossible 

‘The general balance of those passages sug- 
gest that he would be loath in the extreme 
to throw the weight of his authority either 
way in so grave a matter, at least until the 
issue was more clearly defined by action 
which it is still hoped to avert. ‘The Pope 
might very well, following the ‘outbreak of 
war, condemn ‘those responsible for the 
actual breach of the peace, and even take 
some such action as was suggested by the 
correspondent yesterday, though in all 
probability the traditional neutrality of the 
Church will be maintained. That might in 
the long run be the wisest course for if the 
Influence of the Church, exercised in such 
a drastic manner, failed ‘of its objective the 
second state might very well be infinitely 
worse than the first.

A MOMENTOUS WEEK 
April 1 

‘This week brings the world to the eve of 
important decisions, and it is quite possible 
that before it is ended mankind will know 
whether it is to be plunged into a criminally 
insane struggle, or whether, even at this| 
te hour, another attempt will be snade to 
tread the path of ‘peace. President Roose- 
velt’s personal appeal to the dictators has 
brought matters to a head, posing a very 
definite question which requires just as de- 
finite a reply. It was at first thought that 
both Germany, and Italy would completely: 
ignore the appeal. Indeed it was reported 
that this intention had already been decided 


























this early report was incorrect. Now it has 
been suggested that Signor Mussolini is of 
the opinion that a reply should be given, and 
that conversations on the subject have been 
taking place between Berlin, and Rome, To 
ignore the appeal would have merely ‘been 
to reject it by a somewhat slow process. 
‘The only question with which the world is 
concerned now is whether in their reply the 
dictators will slam the door against peace, 
‘and continue with their aggressive expansion 
which with such dramatic suddenness ‘has 
arrayed so much of the world against them, 
and may yet array more. There can be no 
mistake about it; President Roosevelt has 
eft the issue of peace or war squarely in 
the hands of Herr Hitler and Signor Mus- 
solini, and upon them rests the responsibility 
‘of whatever is now to come. All misunder~ 
standings which were alleged to exist in 
1914 prior to the outbreak of war in that 
year have by the statements of British and 
French statesmen been completely removed. 
‘The attempts to weld an anti-aggression 
pact, fortunately attended with no incon- 
siderable success, is just such another 
emphatic representation that aggression will 
be resisted unto the bitter end. ‘The uni- 
lateral guarantees which Great Britain has 
given, and is still prepared to give mean no- 
thing ’less than an expression of readiness on 
her part to fight if war is foreed upon her 
either directly, or indirectly. 

Just as Mr. Chamberlain, by refusing to 
denounce the Anglo-Italian Agreement of 
last year, still leaves Italy a means of with- 
drawal from a position which, persisted in, 
must have certain inevitable results, so has 
President Roosevelt offered Herr Hiller and 
Signor Mussolini an avenue down which 
they may recede from their present appar- 
cently intransigeant policy. ‘They can do so 
without losing any of the dignity of their 
nation, for it amounts to no admission of 
weakness, even at this eleventh hour, to 
decide to negotiate the problems of the world 
ina spirit of sweet reasonableness rather than 
resort to force which will settle no more 
than did the Great War. ‘This general de- 
sire for peace is, on the other hand, to be 
taken as no sign ‘of weakness on the part of 
Great Britain, and France, Reluctant as 
they are to fight, they will do so if the 
necessity is forced upon them. ‘The un~ 
fortunate experiences following the last 
great struggle clearly demonstrate that, if 
the world is again to be plunged into war 
fare, it will be decided in a manner which 
will help to preserve humanity from another 
such encounter for a very long time to 
come. ‘The suggestion that the two dictators 
in their reply to President Roosevelt will 
again enuneiate their demands upon. the 
democracies, even though at present there 
is no confirmation of it, is nevertheless im= 
portant. ‘That, in the circumstances would 
be tantamount to a rejection of the appeal, 
fer the world knows just as clearly as must 
the dictators that those very questions are 
still more suitable subjects for peaceful 
negotiation than for the gamble which war 
must at all times prove to be. If, as it was 
reported last year was the case, in re~ 
cent conversations between Herr Hitler and 
von Ribbentrop the latter has been still ad~ 
vising the former that the democracies will 
not fight, his adviee on this occasion will 
undoubtedly prove wrong. 

How far the present dévelopment is 
bluff on the part of the dictatorships is 
something which cannot now be decided. The 
parallel between what is happening now, 
‘and what took place in 1914 is one of the 
striking developments of the situation, ‘No 
fone for a moment is deceived by the Ger- 
man naval manquvres off the coast. of 
Spain. ‘The vessels despatched there, would 
in the event of war, either seck to join the 
Malian fleet, whieh might prove ‘a very 
perilous undertaking, or, what is more prob- 
able, disperse into the’ seven seas for the 
purpose of commerce raiding as did the 
‘Tsingtao squadyon until they were eventually 
brought to book. ‘The rape of Albania hi 
brought matters just as much to a head as 
did the assassination in Sarajevo, and, 
though the alignment of the Powers is some-

war's sake can view the present situation 
with anything but the gravest alarm. ‘The 
thought of peaceful peoples, even including 
the masses in Germany and Italy, being 
plunged into a war which none of them 
wants is one of the appalling developments 
of the last twenty years. The danger of 
President Roosevelt being repulsed in his latest 
attempt to preserve the peace cannot be 
disregarded. It is a very real one, and up 
to the present nothing has occurred to sug 
Best confidence that these present alarums, 
ind excursions will not, produce something 
even more serious. It is with this thought 
thot the anxieties of the next few days must 
be faced. ‘They must also continue to be 
fronted with that quiet calm which both 
Great Britain and Franee have shown all

now, and if war is foreed upon them the

A’ more drastic proposal Is that 
Gereliet towns should be evacuated and rebuilt 
fon new sites. PEP have actually drawn up a 
plan for moving Morthyr-Tydf, a Welsh 
mining town of 67.000. inhabitants, which 
suffered severely from the depression, to a 
more healthy neighbourhood ‘on the coast or 
In one of the Welsh valleys. It would thus 
be possible to build a model town right from 
the foundations, on the best hygienic and 
sanitary principles, and give its people a new

Inasmuch ax both the Central 
Wharf and Lower Wharf have been 
in the hands of the Japanese Military 
or Naval authorities ever since the 
commencement of hostilities, itis 
Sbyious that neither guerillas nor 
refugees could have had a hand in 
the disappearance of the cargo. 

This is obviously a case in which 
the Japanese authorities are directly 
responsible and. in connection with

‘Customs and Foreign Loan Service 

In May 1938 arrangements were 
made between the Japanese “and 
British Governments whereby Cus- 
toms Revenues collected at the oc- 
‘cupled ports should be deposited with, 
the ‘Yokohama Specie Bank in the 
name of the. Inspector-General of 
Customs and that such part of these 
funds as were needed for the service 
‘of the Foreign Loans should be 
released as required. ‘The agreemen 
also provided for the release 
Japan’ of certain funds held by the 
Chinese National Government. 

nasmuch asthe National Govern- 

ment of China was not a party to the 
arrangement and did not. give ap- 
proval to it, the agreement has not 
been implemented in so far as the 
release "of funds to meet. foreign 
‘obligations is concerned though the 
‘Customs revenues collected in _oc-

‘The National Government, never 
theless, mel, from other sources, all 
foreign Loan obligations up’ to 
December 31, 1998, when it issued a 
notice stating that from January, 1, 
1939 “it could no longer’ meet the 
obligations in full but would deposit 
with the Central Bank of China the 
quota for the loans which would be 
payable from the revenues of the 
ports still under its control 

It is 10 be hoped that the Chinese 
Government will give its approval to 
the arrangement “and thus. prevent 
default on its foreign Loan ‘obliga~ 
tons. 











Railway Situation 

Resulting from the advance made 
by the Japanese forces all the im- 
portant railways of China are now

‘This rule automatically establishes

There we see development progress- 
ing rapidly and a calm quiet conf 
dence in place of the gloomy fears 
expressed in the North. There is no 
doubt that the development of the 
South-west will “continue and that 
when China emerges from this steug- 
ale it will be as a greatly strength- 
‘ened nation. 

‘In order that a true picture of con- 
ditions ruling 1938 and now may be 
Dpresonted it has unfortunately been 
hhecessary to refer to the many im- 
Dediments which have been placed in 
the way of trade and a roturn to 
normal and sane conditions, and it is 
sincerely. to be hoped that next year 
a different and more pleasing picture 
may be presented. 

It has been said by the Japanese 
that we do not understand her inten 
tions, but if those intentions were 
directed to good. noighbourlinessy I 
think there would be no ground tor 
claiming lack of understanding on 
the part of others.

Cathedral was made by Sir Herbert Phillips, H.M, Consul-General, 
yesterday evening at the annual meeting ‘of subscribers to the 
Cathedral held in the temporary Church Hall in Kiangse Road.

the Cathedral, Sir Herbert ‘stated that it served not only as a 


moral and spiritual influence am: 


jong British people in China but 


as a centre of British culture in a land whose struggle for liberty 
had earned the active sympathy of so many. Many tributes were 
paid to the work of Dean A.CS. Trivett and it was decided to 


increase the budget by a token 
sistant priest. 

Sir Herbert Phillips, HLM Consul- 
General, occupied the’ chair~and he 
‘was supported by Dean A.C:S. Trivett, 
Sir Robert Calder Marshail, Mr. W. 
S. King and Mr. P. W. Massey 
irustees),” and the following mem 
bors of the Vestry: Mr. 8.

Industrial Accidents. 
165 industrial and occupational ac- 
cidents were reported tothe Indus 
trial Section during March, of which 
six were fatal. Eleven women were 
njured. The causes of 170 are 
Known with sullcient accuracy, and 
fifty-seven were the subject of 
visits and instruction In_ prevention. 
‘36 accidents were associated — with 
machinery moved by meghanical 
power: none were fatal. 49. persons 
were Injured by falling, five fatally. 
Eighteen were hurt when struck by 
falling objects, one fatally : 24 were 
hurt when engaged in the use of 
vehicles. Three were injured through 
electrical causes, none fatally. 

Thirty-five persons were injured in 
textile trades and 35. in. transporta- 
ton undertakings: 19 in the machin 
ery trades, 13 in. chemical and allied 
products undertakings and 10 in pub- 
lie utility enterprises. 


Indastriat Fires,

‘Sim-—When the annual appeal for 
fimds for the Salvation’ Army was 
made it was stated that this year, in 
view of the vastly increased burdens 
borne by the Army, $40,000 would be 
needed with which the Army could 
Jearry on for the year.

fcomes the work of the Rickshaw 
Mission, which is doing so much good 
Jamong one of Shanghat's most down- 
trodden classes, it was stated. Ref- 
erence was made in the press to the 
valuable work of the Army on be- 
half of unfortunate riekstaw pullers. 
Jand another reference states! “The 
Army has provided clothing, shocs 
Jand straw hats during the summer 
for rickshaw pullers and there has 
been a regular dally ‘distribution of 
food tickets throughout. the year.” 
‘AIL this is admirable but it Is a reve 
lation that so much is being done by 
the Army for the rickshaw puller, 
No one would argue that the lot of 
the rickshaw puller is a happy one. 
It has been pointed out that the 
puller must be something of an athlete 
to be able to run for considerable 
distances. daily and that his. active 
life is limited to a comparatively few 
years, 

It is something of surprise that 
the rickshaw puller “has to receive 
charitable aid through the Salvation 
Army when he has his own Pullers’

hopelessly surrous and were 
forced to surrender themselves, ‘The 
victorious army marched straight to 
{the Chao capital, and laid siege to it; 
but the people of Chao, saddened but 
more determined than ever, withstood 
the enemy force for several years, 
finally driving it away with the help 
of the reinforcements from the other 
states which had now rallied to their 
support.

Tientsin Murde 
‘The Dead Man's Career 


To the Editor of the 
“Nonnt-Cuiwa Datty News" 

‘Sin —The high oficial of the “new 
regime” reported in. your today’s 
Issue as Having been assassinated in 
a Cinema in ‘ientsin is Mr. Cheng 
Sih-gang better known as S. G. Cheng 
to the foreign community in whieh he 
4s quite popular. 

He is 'a native of Chinkiang, the 
scion of one of the best-known and 

Feeently, one of the wealthiest 
jes in that city. He studied in 
England and holds the degrees of 
2. se. axD B, sc. from the University of 
Lontion and is considered as rather 
‘an authority’ in” economies and 
diplomacy. 

Upon his return from abroad, he 
joined a banie which he Jeft in 1920 
{o take up a seeretarial post in the 
Chinese delegation to the League of 
Nations. He held several. important 
positions inthe old" Peking regime 
Including the post’ of a secretary of 
the Ministry of Finance trom 1924/28. 
He was also given the brevet rank of 
Minister which entitled -him to an 
appointment to represent China at 
‘one of the foreign capitals but he did 
not get assigned to any country before 
the Peking regime collapsed. During 
the last “days of the old Peking 
regime, Mr. Cheng went to Europe 
for the Ministry of Finance ona 
‘confidential mission presumably to 
‘arrange some loan to bolster the de- 
‘cadent regime but evidently he failed 
Jn his endeavours. 

With ‘the aseendency of the Kut 
mintang regime, Mr. Cheng returned. 
to the world of commerce and was the 
‘manager of the Nanking branch of 
the bank which he left in 1920 to 
center into polities. 

In 1985, Mr. Cheng succeeded, at 
last, in crashing the oficial gates of 
the Kuomintang. regime and received 
the appointment of inspecting. com= 
missioner for foreign affairs at Pel- 
ping. This is actually the Peiping 
‘OMce of the Ministry for Foreign 
Affairs, a rather important oMfce in 
view of the residence in that elly of 
the Corps Diplomatique. 

‘Being a staunch adherent and one 
of the ablest lieutenants of old Mr. 
Wang. Ke-min, Mr. Cheng was 9 
pointed the manager of the Tientsin 
Branch of the newly-created Federal 
Reserve Bank. About two months 
‘ago, he was elevated to the post of 
the’ Superintendent of ‘Tientsin. Cus- 
foms which position he now “vacates 
through death.” His appointment. was 
probably made with the idea of brini- 
Ing about a better collaboration be- 
tween’ the “new regime” and. the 
Maritime Customs. 

‘Mr. Cheng nearly lost his life in 
1024" when ‘he was thrown. into a 
military prison and there held incom= 
munieado for two months. Negotia- 
lon for a foreign Joan was suddenly 
broken off within an ace of conch 
sion. It was alleged that Mr. Cheng 
hhad ‘been indiscrect and prematurely 
Jet out certain information, ‘The 
frustration made General Tio Kun 
furious and he was for placing Mr. 
Cheng before a Aring squad. The late 
Mr. Lennox Simpson, publisher of the 
“Far Eastern "Times" voeiferously 
‘espoused Mr. Cheng’s cause but it was 
‘uenerally conceded that the interven 
Yon of a high Customs. official of 
British nationality saved Mr. Cheng's 
fe and ultimately effected his release, 
He was released without the formality 
of a military or eivil tral, as suddenly 
fas he was arrested, 

T can well appreciate your opposi- 
tion and condemnation of assassina- 
tion in general an plage 
within “foreign controlled areas in 
Particular. 1 ama friend of ‘Mr. 
‘Cheng as you must perceive trom my 
detailed knowledge of his curriculum 
vitae but, Sir, by your leave, there is 
no doubt’ whatsoover in my’ mind. as. 
to Mr. Cheng’s being a traitor 10 his 
country and a betrayer of his people, 
‘especially his wife and children, who 
fare not only deprived of a support 
they had every right to expect but 

‘il have 10 bear the odium of his 
inwise acts which were prompted By 
his vanity and greed. 

T lament the untimely demise of 
‘my friend in his 44th year, and. for 
the several ten thousand dollars that 
hhas been expended by his people to 
‘educate him abroad to whieh must be 
added the large sum the University 
‘of London lost pro rata on his educa 

nm during the years that he was 
student there. It is indeed a pity that 
‘while he has assimilated muuch of that 
is taught in knowledge but absorbed 
tone of that characteristic which the 
British people are noted for, namely

Before Me. 1. T. Morris, 1. 31. Coroner| 
{Death due Ws maturat causes) 
‘Shanghai, Apr. 15. 

Found dead in his room on’ Aj 
7, a verdict of death from natural 
causes was returned by Mr. 1 T. 
Morris, HLM. Coroner at an inquest 
held yy on the body of Sewa 
Singh, Indian police watchman, Dur- 
ing the Inquest the Chinese wife of 
deceased testified that her husband 
rank much and was an opium 
Sddiet, evidence of this being dise 
Covered by the police in the wateh- 
man's quarters. - 

Dr. 1. G. Anderson gave evidence 
of condueting a post mortem ex:

He ientifed his report and stated 
that in his opinion death was due 
to natural causes. 

‘Wong Ak-ching, wife of deceased 
told the Coroner’ that her husband 
‘was drunk once or twice a week and 
ate about $$ worth of opium a month, 
She went to her native home in 
‘Chinkiang on March 25 and returned 
to Shanghal on April 7, arriving here 
at about 730 pam, She then went to 
‘an opium shop in the French Con~ 
fession and asked if her husband was 
there and on being told that he was 
hot, went. to 222 Chemulpo Road 
where he worked. 

Witness added ‘that she arrived 
there at about 9.30 pam. and knocked 
‘on the door for aver an hour without 
felling an answer. She entered 
finally by slipping her hand through 
and unbolting the lateh, and found 
hhis room in darkness, She called but 
there was No answer and groped her 
way along to the bed where she 
found him lying “cold and stiff." She 
promptly reported the death to Yulin 
Road police Station.

Herr Hitler to Answer President Roosevelt’s 


Peace Proposals on 


April 28 in the Reichstag 
Berlin, Apr. 17. 


ERR Adolf Hitler will reply to President Roosevelt's message 
Before the Reichstag on April 28, it was officially announced 
here today. An official communique released this morning states 
that the Reichstag has been convoked on that date for an ex- 


traordinary session. 


‘The Fuehrer attributes so much importance 


to the occasion that he has decided to reply to the President 
of the United States on behalf of the German people before the 
Reichstag,” the communique read. “Accordingly the Fuehrer has 
summoned the Reichstag to meet on April 28 to hear his dec~

Diplomatic quarters here predicted that Herr Hitler's reply 
will not close the door to further parleys on the question of

‘The Fuchrer is expected to ‘recall his previous suggestions in

deny President Roosevelt's right 

Well-informed quarters here de- 
clare that the Fuchrer decided to 
convoke the Reichstag in full agrec- 
‘ment with the Ialian Government, 
and that the attitude of Rome and 
Berlin will be identical.

CZECHOSLOVAKIA 


By Bonranax 


Czechoslovakia exists no_ more, notwith- 
standing the faet that the German coup has 
not received recognition from the majority 
of World Powers, To assume that in viet 
of this formal non-recognition, Czechoslovakia 
should still be considered an independent 
country is indeed futile. In the light of the 
present status of this newly-aequired Ger- 
‘man soll, it may be of interest (o cast observ- 
ations on the stale in which the German 
minority found itself in this little republic, 
the first nation in the world which, after 
the disastrous effects of the World War, was 
able to show an excess of exports over im- 
ports, notwithstanding the barriers which 
neighbouring nations had built round the 
country and which made free trade quite 
impossible. 

Tt cannot be denied, that at least 85 per 
cent, of the German minority of the central~ 
European republic, desired annexation te 
Germany and if anyone was to blame for 
this state of affairs, it was the Czechoslovak 
jan Government under M. Benes. 

‘Although fully aware of the Nazi pro- 
paganda which poured into Bohemia and 
other parts of the country during the past 
few years, the Czech Government refused to 
disband the Henlein group which, after all, 
was nothing but the continuation of the 
German National-Socialist party 
under President Masaryk, had been disband= 
ed when Herr Hitler came to power in 
Germany, 





























Making the German gymnastic organiza- 
tions In Bohemia a strong backbone for the 
movement, Herr Henlein assumed the part 
of the minority, He 
organized labour corps which indeed were 
the exact replicas of those in existence in 
Germany, the only difference being the 
absence of swastika badges, and compulsion 
to join, He published one daily paper in 
Prague, and was known to have subsidized 
a number of less important provincial 
periodicals, He was permitted to have his 
party-days, so well-known in Germany, and 
had’ as much liberty of speech as anyone 
could hope to have in any part of the world, 

To assume that the German minority in 
Czechoslovakin was Germanic is as erroneous 
as to say that the Slovaks were Russians. 
For, whilst their language was identical, 
thelr characters were essentially Austrian 
and Genuetlichkeit reigned supreme. Busi 
ness, however, was becoming worse from 
year to year, unemployment figures rose 
consistently, and there was no prospect of 
Improvement as long as the unnatural 
economic barriers between central-European 
nations were being maintained. Factories 
had been closed since 1931, and the workers 
relied entirely on an insufficient dote made 
available by the Prague Government. Hen- 
ein told them of the comparative well-being 
of the Czechs and the Slovaks, who, with 
agriculture as their main means of liveli- 
hood, were independent of foreign trade at 
least’ to a certain extent. 

In the boom years of 1925 to 1929, the 
Industrial part of Czechoslovakia, mostiy in 
Bohemia where the majority of Germans 
lived, knew an unprecedented prosperity. 
which made the subsequent lull in tradé, all 
the more felt. Cigars were lighted with 
banknotes and’ bathtubs were brought into’ 
cabarets so as to permit exhilarated lady 
patvons to take champagne baths in the 
middle of the floor, No-one thought of the 
future and, remaining faithful to the age-old 
saying that casily earned money is easily 
spent, the majority of Germans found them= 
selves with but a few thousand kronen in 
thelr bank accounts, when world depression 
set_in, 

Grumbling started and positions in the 
postal, railway and other services, which had 
seorned before, owing to the low 
slavies paid, were demanded by the Gei 
As the Czech Government had to fill 
se situations with the only persons offe 
ng themselves for the jobs at the time, 
wamely Czechs, and that consequently no

arty took a firm foot-hold amongst the mid- 
dle-class population. ‘The National Socialist 
Party. in existence until the advent of Der 
Fuchrer, was never very strong as by thelr 
very nature the Bohemians were far too 
gemuetlich to submit to any totalitarian 
movement at the time. 

On came Herr Henlein, a gymnastic teacher 
who had earned a small’ salary for a number 
of years in a little village near Reichenberg 
where a well-known brew originates and 
where Communism was at its height. He 
told the Germans that his object was to unite 
them into one party with a view to gaining 
more seats in Parliament and thus lending 
more strength to German demands on the 
Movernment. One of the main points of his 
programme, was to remain faithful at all 
times to the Czech régime, the integrity of 
which he solemnly swore, to respect at all 
times. He is a convineing speaker and the 
number of his followers rose from year to 
year. 

Little was it known at the time that his 
movement was being financed by Berlin, that 

Heil” was adopted as a password which 
was uttered whenever a member met an= 
other in the street, that in sympathy with the 
German cause Herr Henlein's youngest son, 
about four years old today, was named Horst, 
in honour of the German martyr. Little 
‘also was it known that the labour corps, 
composed of unemployed youths was to. 
change its spades for rifles during the drama- 
tic events of September 1938, 
Businessmen were urged to join the party 
so as to obtain the trade of party-members 
whilst, as long as four years ago, party mem- 
bers were informed that it was their duty 
fo boycott any shop or firm which had not 
joined the movement. Blacklists were com= 
piled and, while at first Jews and other non- 
Aryans were admitted to the party, in order 
to discount any allegations of religious or 
racial diserimination, these were summarily. 
cjected a few months prior to the entry of 
German troops into Sudeten territory. 

Had economic conditions been anywhere 
near normal and had the Prague Government 
been wise enough to give the Germans a 
slattis of aufonomy as set out in the Con- 
stitution, it is only sane to assume that 
Czechoslovakia would still exist today, it 
being known that amongst those least ‘in- 
terested in polities were the Bohemians, The 
problem which Germany will have to face 
with regard to the Czechs and the Slovaks 
is a very serious one and Berlin knows best 
that it will never be able to subdue these 
newly-acquired minorities which are known 
to be amongst the world’s most stubborn 
yaces. Herr Hitler's announcement that 
Slovaks and Czechs would not have to 
do military duty under the Reich has a very 
logical reason, for a large number of Ger- 
man divisions would be required to keep 
these “soldiers” of the Reich under control.

James 
Watt did not invent the steam engine 
nor Georgie Stephenson the “locomo- 
tive, ‘Thomas Newcomen, a man of 
Dartmouth, about 1710 invented an 
engine “whence the steam engine of 
today ean be traced in uninterrupted 
descent.” His principle was that of 
forcing a piston up with steam, con~ 
densing the steam to form a vacuum 
and. letting the pressure of the 
‘Almosphere do the work. Newcomen's 
machine was in increasing use for 
fifly years and read to the Con~ 
tinent—to Konigsberg in Upper 
Hungary—what was until recently 
Czechoslovakia—to France, Belgium, 
‘Sweden. Neweomen died in London 
in 1729,
